LONG BEACH, Dec. 20.—Vigorous 
but prompt action of the physician 
who was called, saved the life last 
night of Mrs. Nelson H. Partridge, 
who was suffering with a dislocated 
neck.

NOT A FOOL'S 


County Institute. 


Mark Keppel Stirs Interest 
of City Pedagogues. 


Tcachers’ Association Wiill 


Meet Tonight. 


If one thing more than another con- 
tributes to the enthusiasm that per- 
wades the Teachers’ Institutes, now in 
session im the city, it Is the touch of 
cibows, from floor to roof. 

The city teachers, gathered for the 
second day in the Polytechnic High 
Schooh and the county teachers in 
Simpson Auditorium, formed great 
audiences that could not but prove in- 


spirational to the men who addressed 


them. 


The county teachers, embodying also 


those of the Long Beach, Pasadena, 
and Pomona city schools, filled Simp- 


son Auditorium te its upper- 
most gallery, -—and it in- 
spiration merely to look at 


them. As on the first day, ali avail- 
able standing room was filled, as well 
as all the chairs, and everybody 
seemed happy. The teachers were par- 
ticularly happy when there was music 
in the air. They were immensely de- 
lighted with two vocal numbers by 
Mrs. Carrie Stone Freeman, and. by 
the violin solos of Herr Oskar Seiling. 
The latter was called back the third 
time, and even then they were loth 
to let him go. Both were accompanied 

r. 

The principal address was delivered 
by Dr. Jesse F. Millspaugh, president 
of the Los Angeles State Normal 
School, upon the topic, “The Personal 
Touch in. Teaching.” Dr. Millspaugh 
is a profound scholar, and dwelis not 
so much upon high-sounding phrases 
as upon the deeper things affecting the 
life of teacher and pupil. 

He began his argument 
statement that education is 
only when the child and his environ- 
ment are brought into proper adjust- 
ment with each other. Wherever this 
theory approaches practical fulfill- 
ment, he declared, you will find an in- 
dividual who knows himself: knows 
the world and his relation to its real- 
ities, and finally the ability to use his 
knowledge for the benefit of himself 
and others. He declared the proposi- 
tion to be one of herculean propor- 
tions, not to be performed in a day or 
@ year, but in a lifetime, and one that 
confronts every child when it is born 
into the world. Continuing, Dr. Mills- 
paugh said: 

' “Kiow can so helpless a creature ever 
face such a problem or dare to under- 
take such a responsibility” 
heaven be praised! At the very outset 
hé is taken in hand by the very best 
teacher that he will ever know. Her 
name is Dame Nature. With perfect 
understanding, infinite patience and 


endless iteration, she teaches the les- 


sons needed to enable the child to dis- 
cover both himself 
and forces with which he must reckon 
throughout life. Greatest of all 
teachers is this wonderful dame‘ 


He then said that even nature leaves. 


the process of education incomplete, 
and hence society has established 
schools to assist her, as an associate 
teacher. 
the subordinate turns nature out of 
doors, when it is a sorry spectacle one 
Deholds, and the child is always the 
sufferer. Said Dr. Millspaugh: | 
NO PARADISE FOR FOOLS. 

“Whatever else it may be, the 
echoolroom is no paradise for fools. 
There is no sphere of human activity 
in which the demand for knowledge, 
wisdom, culture, is more imperative.” 

He said the child must be taught his 
place in the world nature, through the 
teacher and by the light of science, 
and his in soctety. He must be 
taught his own spiritual life; his e 
tions, thoughts and aspirations. 
varied accomplishments of the teacher, 
to bring these things about, are fused 
together in “personality.” 

“We do not stop often enough to 
think,” said the speaker, “that it is 
our spiritual nature only, that infiu- 
ences others, and that while our words, 
‘our hands and our eyes may have an 
influence, they only serve to ‘reveal 
to whom you will, the temper of your 
‘soul, and hence it appears that the 
one indispensable characteristic of a 
fine teacher is a noble personality.” Dr. 
Millepaugh continued: 
“Without hesitation, I assert that 
the greatest need in our elementary 
schools today is the teacher, man or 
woman, who really not only knows 
children sympathetically and intimate- 
ly, but loves them; who has at com- 
mand the supreme art of so winning 
the children’s confidence, that between 
teacher and puptis there may be at- 
tachment, without silly infatuation: 
authority, without compulsion; com- 
radeship, without disrespect. 

“Given such a teacher, it cannot be 
toe strongly .insisted that whatever 
tends to separate him or her from the 

uplis; to weaken or check the free 

terchange between them of currents 
of sympathy and influence, is sub- 
wersive of the highest interests of the 
school, and, therefore, baneful. 

“In these days of perfected mach- 
finery; of labor-saving devices, of 
short-cuts to every desired goal, there 
is grave danger that the teacher will 
be concerned about everything else 
than the one supreme interest for 
which the schodi exists: namely, the 
children.” 

All sorts of issues, he said, were 
constantly forcing themselves be- 
tween teacher and pupil. Many of 
them, possibly easential in themselves, 
sometimes produce aversion instead of 
sympathy. With a question, some- 
what startling, he went on: — 

“Am I wrong when I say that in 
my belief the graded school system, 
notwithstanding the manifold benefi- 
“ent results which it has achieved 
during the past half century, has gone 
_ far to make us school-room mechanics 

rather than teachers; journeymen 
workers, skilled in class manipulation 
rather than artiste of. character: 
teachers of Subjects, rather than 
teachers of boys and girls” 

“with all my heart I believe in the 
public achool system. No one feels 
prouder of its past sor ha; stronger 
confidence tm its future than 
I have very often led to ask 
mypell (iavent yout) why a 

has not been gathere.: 
so noble a tree. Why, after 
years of instruction by a competent 
teacher, is there no deeper interest 


among men and women in matters of 


scholarship and culture? 


set forth in books

“If not as a pessimist, but as an 
optimist, I may dare to answer my 


own question, the reason is in part

The supremely important 
‘instrumentality, he declared to be the 
class recitation, but agreed that it too 
often fails to produce the results de- 
sired. On this point, he said: 

DEPLORES POOR RESULTS. 

“No board of education or superin- 
tendent has a right to expect success- 
ful class work thirty, forty 
fifty children are crowded into one | 
group for the recitation. Sometimes | 
the failure is accourted for by the 
teacher's imperfeet preparation; some- 
times it is due to the lack of magne- 
tism and force in -his personality, @ 


A multitude of causes may and do 
contribute to the poverty of the re-| 


He thought. however, that the most 
serious evil is the absence of mental 
and moral contact between teacher 
and pupil, for which no excellence of 
scholarship can atone. Continuing in 
this vein, he said: 

“Encouraged by the presence of the 
teachers, whose helpfulness and sym- 
pathy have been many times tested, 
the bashful boy and shrinking girl 
gain new faith in themselves; their 
whole spiritual being is quickened and 
strengthened, and, freed from all con- 
straint and alarm, they are ready to 
give natural and forceful expression 
to thoughts and conclusions generated 
by the class discussion... I care not 
what the topic of study; the healthy 
pupli does not live who does not en- 
joy a class exercise of that kind, and 
whom the stimulus of it will not In- 
duce to make such measure of prep- 
aration for it as will help him to sus- 
tain “as well as he can his part in it. 
This, I need Lardly say, is true teach- 
ing. There is no higher kind.” 

He said the poverty of results in 
mass teaching has been the question 
of a generation; that hundreds of ex- 
pedients have been tried to improve 
the condition, but most of them have

“It is just at his present point of de- 


velopment that the high school student 
most needs to feel the inspiring touch 
of a Wise and forceful personality. 
Many a boy and girl puzzied and dis- 
traught by the newly awakened im- 
pulees of the adolescent period, have 
no defined purpose, none at least that 
last.for more than a day. They go to 
achool because they are sent to school. 
They are sent to school because their 
parents believe that somehow an edu- 
cation will serve to give them social 
standing and render toil unnecessary.” 

He said that many of the professors 
at the universities have a stronger 
leaning toward research than toward 
teaching, and that there is amall won- 
der that so many bright boys and girls 
fail when they go from the high school 
to the university. Concluding his long 
address, Dr. Milispaugh said: ; 

“I have failed utterly of my purpose 
if I have caused you to think that I 
wish the rugged, healthy boy to be- 
come a ‘sissy’ or a ‘mollycoddle.’ Brav- 
ery and manliness are fhot weakened 
by kindness and love, nor are sympa- 
thetic interest and friendly intimacy 
inconsistent with authority and 
strength. All that I have said has 
been dittated by my hope that through 
personal touch in teaching, even as 
when the trembling paralytic found 
healing ‘and strength from pressing 
the hem of the garment of the Mas- 
ter, there may come int» the lives of 
our own children and youth, and be 
knit into the fabric of their being, a 
larger share of that vitalizing power, 
which, emanating from the deepest re- 
cesses of the teacher's spiritual being. 
is the measure of his influence and ef- 
ficiency.” 

Bishop W. M. Bell of this city, fol- 
lowed with an eloquent and forceful 
address on “The Greatest Schoot,” in 
which he referred to the magni nt 
army of teachers as “Builders of. the 
American Republic.” He contended. for 
high moral and spiritual ideals, in’ or- 
der that the boys and giris of Amer- 
ica may grow into broad and intelli- 
gent citizenship.

County Superintendent Keppel talked 
to the teachers on “The Triumph cof 
Peace.” He said. “I have no pa- 
tience with those who say that a na- 
tion is happy without a history, he- 
cause the nations which have proven 
themselves happiest, have been the 
ones with the truest, grandest his. 
tory. I have heard teachers in the 
High Schools tell the pupils that the 
only history of Rome was the history 


of her wars. A greater fallacy was 


never perpetrated. f 
“Forty-five years ago the  siaves 
were set free. There were four miliion 


of them, and after the war they lived 


im @ condition that was as near a 
‘hell on earth’ as is possible for hu- 
man beings. But the story of the rise 
of the negro is the most thrilling story 
of the rise of a race that could be 
published, and still two pages are not 
given over to the study of this wonder- 
ful transformation in our public school 
histories. No history of any race can 
show the progress in four hundred 
Years that the negro has made in ihe 
last forty vears. 

“But still, if we do not have slavery 
of human beings, we have what is 
still worse and that is the slavery we 


suffer from ignorance. No man is in- 


telligent until he knows; no man is 
intelligent until he knows that =§ he 
knows. But we find many men and 
women who think they know without 
the actual knowing. 

“Wars will cease only when intel- 
ligence is the rule of the world, in- 
stead of ignorance the rule of the 
world. Because of the high premium 
put on trained minds, because of the 
plan given education in this nation. 
and the place that has always been 
accorded to it, this nation has pro+ 
gressed more in the last ten years 
than other nations have in the last 
century; because of these, our nation 
has gone farther into the field of 
art, science, and other = educational 
endeavor in the last hundred years 
than other nations have in the last 
thousand years. : 

“Our nation as the 


most progressive 
will soon accord 


to vote, because woman today is as 
important a factor in our economic 
development as is man. In our pub- 
lic schools we are fighting the battie 
of ignorance, and from these public 
schools are coming some of the grand 
minds of the women we see today 
who are the real leaders in various 
lines of endeavor. 


“As a result of the instruction given 
in the public schools of ovr natio# for 
a period of ten years,regarding the 
injurious effects of stimulants andj. 
narcotics, the only dist »ctive Amer- 
ican Institution, the saloon, is stand- 
ing with its back to the wall fighting 
for dear life.”
